Russian Proposes Shock That 
Would Jar Seismograph if 
Amundsen Loscs Way.

MOSCOW, April. 13.—The Gov- 
ernment and the Russian Academy 
of Sciences are interesting them- 
selves in the expected visit to Rus- 
sia of the dirigible Norge of the 
Amundsen-Ellsworth Arctic expe- 
dition. Great preparations are be- 
ing made for the reception of the 
airehip.The Government, has 
structed the hydregraphic and me- 
teorological stations along the Bal- 
tic and Arctic coasts to broadcast 


concerning the progress of the 
Norge and to assist the airship in 
every way possible. 

The Academy of Sciences has

GENEVA, Switzerland, April 1.— 
“I have discovered during my long 
life that piles of money do not give 
happiness. I am taking my life 
because I cannot any longer sup- 
port solitude and boredom.

‘CAIRO, Egypt, April 13.—The 
missing airplane of Capt. Rafael 
Martinez Estevez, leader of tie 


Spanish aerial expedition which has 
Manila, in the Philippine Islands, 


as its objective, has been found in- 
tact about 100 miles from Amman 


in Palestine. Estevez and his me- 
chanic had abandoned the craft, 
but they left a note attached to it 
saying they would make their way 
on foot through the desolate re- 
gion to Amman. 

Estevez has been -missing since 
Sunday. when he became separated 
from the two other flyers of the 
expedition, Capt. Lariga and Capt. 
Gonzalez Gallarza, on a flight from 
Cairo to Bagdad. 

Lariga and Gallarza reached 
Bagdad safely. The absenee of Es- 
tevez from his quadron was noticed 
shortly after the flyers had passed 
over Jerusalem. 

British planes immediately set 


out from Amman to search the 
desert for Estevez. They found his 
plane this morning near the air 
route from Cairo, about five miles 
north of the actual mail route. Es-

The British airmen examined the 
plane and reported that they found 
no trace of damage. They believe 
that Estevez landed 
some minor engine trouble.

William Kaufman Tells of 


Causing Losses Estimated 
at About $350,000. 


Responsibility for two more fires, 
making a total of nine he has ad- 
mitted, was confessed to police 
yesterday by William Haufman, 23 
years old, who kindled the $100,000 
Charles Naber Lumber Co. fire Sai- 
urday. Kaufman was released 
from the State penitentiary Dec. 26 
aftér serving a term for arson. 

According. to his confessivn, 
about 1:30 a. m. Feb. 26 Kaufmaa 
entered @ shed of the Christman 
Veneer Co., Second and Angelica 
streets, and ignited a pile of pa- 
pers he found there. He then 
walked to Broadway and stood for 
nearly an hour watching the blaze, 
which, records show, caused a loss 
of $40,000 to the building and 
stock. From there he went to the 
Samuel Baskowitz and Sons Bet- 
tle Co., Second street and Bremen 


avenue, and set fire to a handful, 


of papers under a shipping plat- 
form. The resulting $4000 fire he 
witnessed from Ninth street for a 
half hour, then going to his home 


Jat 3249 North Twentieht street, to 


bed. 

Kaufman was sentenced Feb. 
1925, to two years in the peniien- 
tiary for starting four fires Sept. 1, 
1924. His sentence was shortened 
for zood behavior, and for 100 
days spent in jail before his trial. 
The total damage caused by the 
nine fires of his kindling has been 
estimated to be about $350,000. Ie 
says he does it for a thrill.

In its letter to stockholders, ask- 
ing for power to take action, the 
committee asserted that the Gen- 
eral Baking Corporation’s cash was 
depleted by 
Ward and his personal corporation 
to liquidate what they had left 
from th@ir dealings in ‘“A’’ stock 
of the General Baking Corporation 
at an average of 71%. After this, 
the stock resumed its downward 
course in the market and is now 
selling around 50.

Sovict Minister Charges Body With 
Incapacity, Insincerity and 
General Unfitness,

GENEVA, April 13.—The League 
of Nations secretariat today made 
public the letter from Foreign Min- 
ister Tchitcherin of soviet Russia. 
declining to participate in the ses- 
sions of the Preparatory Disarma- 
ment Committee;-opening here May 
15. 

The letter bristles with criticisms 
of the League, accuses the Swiss 
Government of facilitating the es- 
cape of the man and assassinated 
the soviet envoy, Vorovsky, at Lau- 
sanne, in 1923, and says the Mos- 
cow Government has no confidence 
in Switzerland’s assurance that so- 
viet delegates would be protected on 
the present occasion. It continues: 

“As nonparticipation by the so- 
viets in the disarmament confer- 
ence,may provide a_ pretext for 
other states to wreck the cause of 
general disarmament, the conclu- 
sion seems to be that the League of 
Nations or those directing its activ- 
ities have no desire for the confer- 
ence to achieve positive results. 

“In other words, as a leading 
American diplomatist has put it, 
they will meet at Geneva, if the 
conference ever meets, to examine 
proposals on which an agreement is 
either desired nor anticipated, and 
which are put forward for the spe- 
“ifiec purpose of insuring the failure 
of the enterprise,” says the note. 

M. Techitcherin declared the at- 
itude of those having charge of the 
League’s policy had finally con- 
vinced the soviet Government of 
the lack of sincerity in the initia- 
tive taken by the League and the 
incapacity and unfitness of that 
body to carry through so impor- 
tant a task as the convocation of a 
universal disarmament conference.

Samuel Pryor Says N. A. 
McMillan of St. Louis 
Asked Him to Dispose of 


$150,000 GFTTO 
ROCKEFELLER FIRM 


Declares Former St. Paul 
Director Called Transfer 
of Commission for Deal 
“Rather Altruistic.”’ 


By Leased Wire From the New 
York Bureau of the Post-Dispatch. 


NEW YORK, April 13.—Samuel 
Pryor has given his version of the 
sale of the Chicago, Milwaukee & 
Gary Railroad to the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul at the Interstate 
Commerce Commission's investiga- 
tion of the receivership of the lat- 


ter road. — 

Pryor, who is chairman of the 
Finance Committee of the Rem- 
ington Arms Co., received $150,000 


in Gary bonds as his commission 
for disposing of the road, and pre- 
sented these bonds to the Owenoke 
company, a small investment en- 
terprise in which Percy A. Rocke- 
feller, for many years a director 
of the St. Paul and later of the 
Gary, has an interest. 
Rockefeller, a witness of last 
week, denied that he had used his 
influerice to bring about the sale 
of the Gary to the St. Paul. 

Origin of Deal. 
Reading from a prepared state- 
ment which he admitted had been 
seen by Rockefeller and others, 
Pryor yesterday said that in June, 
1920, while on a visit to his old 
shome, St. Louts, he had been asked 
\by his former associate, N. A. Mc- 
IMitian, chairman of the St. Louis 
Union Trust Co., if he could assist 
in disposing of the securities of 
the Gary line. Pryor said that he 
agreed to try to do so, and with 
Col. Albert T. Perkins, operating 
head of the Gary, approached offi- 
cers of several railroads and finally 
opened negotiations with H, E. By- 
ram, president of the St. Paul. Aft- 
er the deal had been completed, in 
1922, he said, he received $150,000 
in bonds. 
Feeling that he had not done as 
much for the Owenoke company as 
his associates, he turned over to 
the company this commission, he 
explained. The Gary, a 96-mile belt 
line around Chicago, was offered 
to Byram for $5,700,000, Pryor tes- 
tifled.. Byram insisted that permis- 
sion of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission to close a gap in the 
road be obtained, and that $2,700,- 
000 be deducted to cover the cost. 
of this construction. he said. 
“Shopping’’ as Pryor described 
it, covered a period of a year and 
a half. 

No Sign of “Shopping.” 
“Wait a minute,” interrupted 
Walter L. Fisher, counsel for the 
Commission. “I haven’t seen any 
shopping yet. As I see it Byram 
never suggested any other price 
than $5.700.000 minus the cost of 
filling the gap. - Is that true?” 
Pryor finally admitted that such 
Was the case, so far as he knew. 
Fisher then referred to a com- 
munication from Pryor to Byram 
forwarded through Rockefeller in 
November, 1921. Rockefeller tes- 
tified that it was a sealed letter, 
the contents of which he could only 
surmise. 

“The truth of the matter is that 
Mr. Rockefeller helped you in this 
transaction and you thought you 
had better turn over that $150.- 
000 in bonds to the concern in 
which he was interested, isn't it 
Mr. Pryor?” asked Fisher. 

“Not at all,” said Pryor. 
“Well, you negotiated unsuc- 
cessfully for almost a year and a 
half before you sent a letter 
through Mr. Rockefeller which 
produced a favorable result, didn't 
you?” persisted the inquisitor.

License Collector Reports_Ad-| 
vance of $287,243 in Fees | 
in Last Fiscal Year.

An increase of . $72,859,000 in 
sales by merchants and manufac- 
turers during the fiscal year end- 
ing March 31, compared with the 


previous year, is shown by the an- 
nual report of License Collector 
Chapman, submitted to the Mayor 
today. The amount of license fees 
collected from merchants and 
manufacturers increased $287,- 
243.10, and the number of licenses 
issued, 894. 

Merchants and manufacturers 
are taxed $12.60 per $1000 on 
sales, and $1 per $1000 on stock 
carried. During the past year the 
merecpants reported stock carried 
at $53,099,000, against $53,727,500, 
and sales, $663,041,000, against 
$638,797,000. -Manufacturers re- 
ported stock carried, $89,347,209, 
against $73,454,500, and sal 
$764,003,000, against $715,388,000. 

During the last year, the mer- 
chants and manufacturers paid 
$3,228,835.55 to the License Col- 
lector, against $2,941,593.45 in the 
previous year. The number of li- 
censes issued waa 19,5382 against 
18,788.

HE editorial in the Sunday issue of 
the Post-Dispatch headed “The Rising 
‘Tide of Motor Mortality’”’ comes at a very 
opportune time; and may it give prudent 
eitizens food for rather serious thought.

“WE, THE PEOPLE!” 

“We represent the home, the church, the school,” 
said Mrs. Henry W. Peabody, chairman of the Wom- 
an’s National Conference for Law Enforcement, de 
fending Federal prohibition and demanding more 
drastic enforcement of the vane act, at the Sen- 
ate hearing. 

This is quite a large field of representation, and a 
large assumption by Mrs. Peabody. As for the church, 
what church does Mrs. Peabody represent? And 
what. percentage of the members of any church? The 
Catholic Church, the strongest church in membership 
in the United States, does not support prohibition. A 
large section of the Episcopal! Church is opposed to it 


nearly all the church denominations, including many 
ministers, believe that prohibition exerts a vicious 
influence. 

As for the schools, we refer her to the presidents 
and deans of colleges, members of college faculties, 


testify that prohibition is demoralizing the youth and 
promoting a reign of lawlessness. 

As for the home, the greater part of the opposition 
to Federal prohibition comes from the homes of 
America. There are millions of homes where liquor 
is distilled and beer brewed, wine made, for home 
consumption. Does she represent these homes? 

The inference from Mrs. Peabody’s remark is that 
she represents all the homes, all the churches and 
all the schools, and that those who differ with her, 
including the presidents and deans of colleges, mem- 
bers of collegiate boards and faculties, members of 
school boards and teachers in public and pr'vate 
schools, churches, ministers and laymen, are the 
riff-raff of America. The assumption and the decla- 
ration are so preposterous and ridiculous that argu- 
ment on the question would ‘be an absurdity. 

Mrs. Peabody's claim is a resounding bit of dema- 
gogic rhetoric, comparable only with “We, the peo- 
ple” of the three tailors of Tooley street.

JEFFERSON ON THE BILL OF RIGHTS. 

Thomas Jefferson, who was born 183 years ag0 
today, left as one of his.greatest monuments the Bill 
of Rights, or the first 10 amendments to the Con- 
stitution. Jefferson would turn in bis grave if he 
knew the invasions upon these sacred privileges 
which have been made in the past few years by 
the police, the spies and snoopers of the Federal Gov- 
ernment, and even the judiciary. 
Here are some of the things which J:fferson said 
when he was pleading that the Bill of Rights be in- 
corporated in the Constitution: 


A bill of rights is what the people are en- 
titled to agaimst every government on earth, gen- 
eral or particular; and what no just govern- 


* ment should refuse or rest on inferences. 
a 


By a declaration of rights I mean one which 
shall stipulate freedom of religion, freedom of 
the press, freedom of commerce against monop- 
olies, trial by jury in all cases, no suspensions of 
the habeas corpus, no standing armies. There 
are fetters against doing evil which no honest 
government should decline. 


I disapproved from the first moment (in the 
Constitution) the want of a bill of rights, to 
guard liberty against legislative as well as execu- 
tive branches of the Government. 


There are rights which it is useless to sur- 
render to the Government, and which govern- 
mrents -have yet been always found to invade. 
These are the rights of thinking and publishing 
our thoughts by speaking or writing, the right of 
free commerce; the right of personal freedom. 


The enlightened part of Europe have given us 
the greatest credit for inventing this instru- 
ment of security for the rights pf the people (the 
Bill of Rights), and have not been a little sur- 
prised to see us so soon give it up (not having 
incorporated it in the new Constitution).

Total to Date is 13,098; Lee Meri- 
wether, an Attorney, Gives Sup- 
port to Movement, 

Slightly more than one-fifth of. 
the necessary minimum of 60,456 
signatures of registered voters to 
petitions for the recall of Mayor 
Miller have been obtained by the 
Miller Recall Committee. Today 
was its ninth day of active can- 
vassing. The number obtained to 
date is 13,098, 1629 having been 
added in the last 24 hours. 

Lee Meriwether, an attorney and 
independent politician, is support- 
ing the recall movement, having 
sent a letter to John J. Heil, chair- 
man, of which the following is an 
excerpt: 

_“A Mayor who is fixed in his 
job may pay personal political 
debts by appointing incompetents 
to office: the same Mayor, if he 
knows betrayal of* the people’s 
trust will result in his own recall, 
will think twice before he puts 
petty pique, or personal profit, 
ahead of public prosperity. To 
teach public servants a lesson like 
this is well worth the trouble of a 
recall. The knowledge that the re- 
call is a reality, not merely a pret- 
ty paragraph in the Charter, will 
for a generation to come prevent 
such puerile politics as Mayor Mil- 
ler has been playing. 

“Therefore, for the sake of the 
future, as well as to prevent the 
enormous injury that will come to 
St. Louis if Mayor Miller is al- 
lowed to go on as he has begun, I 
sympathize with your work, and 
enclose my check to help circu- 
late the petitions of recall.” .

Polleck at Topeka, Kan.. Charges 
Federal Grand Jury to Pro- 
tect Citizens.

TOPEKA, Kan., April 13.—The 
American people are getting so 
foolish that they are turning over 
to the Federal Government pow- 
ers which they themselves should 
exercise, declared Federal Judge 
John C. Pollock in charging the 
Federal grand jury here. He told 
the members of the jury that they 
“stand between the vast power of. 
the Federal Government and the 
rights of the individual citizen.” 

“By the mere enactment ; of 
laws. we are making Many crim- 
inals,” he observed. “Not one-half 
of the cases which will come to 


eonsidered crimes 15 or 20 years 
ago. 

“When the Government of the 
l-nited States was founded, all the 
police power remained in the 
hands of the individual states. But 
now we have a petty little national 
police force. It is time that the 
people say to their State officers: 
‘You must stop giving our power 
to the Federal’ Government; it is 
time that the people say to the 
Federal Government: you must 
stop taking power away from our 
states.”

Art of Sandwich Making | 


OR sandwich making the bread 
F should be a day old and pre- 

ferably homemade. If the 
crusts are to be removed it is best 
to cut the crust from the entire loaf 
before slicing. Butter should be 
creamed for spreading. Mayon- 
naise should be of a good epreading 
consistency, neither soft enough to 
run nor hard enough to be lumpy. 
If sandwiches must be made ahead ) 
of time, they should be wrapped 
in wax paper and then in a linen 
cloth wrung out in cold water, and 
be placed in the cold chamber of 
the refrigerator. 

A few unusual fillings will be 

worth while to the hostess who 
serves sandwiches frequently for 
afternoon tea and Sunday night 
suppers. First we will take an 
equal amount of unsalted butter 
and good peanut butter, then 
smoothly blend together, adding a 
little salt and pepper, and to about 
a’half cupful add.a tablespoon of 
chopped salted peanuts. 
. Work to paste two tablespoon- 
fuls of eream cheese and one table- 
spoonful of Roquefort cheese.
